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Five-day communityTall Ships Festival offers fun for all

A MASSIVE five-day event for 
the whole community is just days 
away - and most of the events are 
absolutely free. 

It’s the eagerly-awaited Royal 
Greenwich Tall Ships Festival, which 
promises thrills and fun for all the family 
in an action packed programme of 


entertainment and activities. 

From September 5-9 a fleet of more than 
50 spectacular Tall Ships will be coming 
up the River Thames to moor in the 
borough. People will be able to explore 
many of the vessels themselves by going 
aboard - again absolutely free. 

The vessels will be moored along the 
Greenwich and Woolwich stretches of 
the Thames, providing a fascinating and 


memorable backdrop to the event. 

It is the first time in 25 years that such 
an event has come to London, and the 
first ever in Greenwich. The local festival 
follows the international Tall Ships race 
from Falmouth in Cornwall to the Isle 
of Wight. Its organisers, Sail Training 
International, chose Greenwich as the 
host port. The winning crew members 
will be presented with their prizes at 


the Queen’s House in Greenwich on 
Saturday. 

The festival promises fun for all, with 
a huge number of cultural activities, 
entertainments and attractions planned 
for the shoreline and in the town centres 
of Greenwich and Woolwich. See pages

Cars parking in cycling lane is a big pain 


AS a pedestrian, cyclist and motorist 
for over 60 years I can sympathise with 
pedestrians who feel threatened by 
cyclists on the pavements.

The law and enforcement on vehicles 
blocking these lanes urgently needs to 
be reviewed. Some pedestrians also seem 
to be unaware that certain pavements 
and footpaths are designated for both by 
both pedestrians and cyclists.

• A council spokesperson said: "We 
are grateful to Mr Cockle for increasing 
awareness of this issue. This is a tricky issue 
which is not unique to Greenwich. We would 
prefer to keep cycle lanes clear at all times 
but there are certain places where parking 
is necessary, for example where business 
deliveries can only take place by using cycle 
lanes at certain times. 

At the moment the law does allow motorists 
to park in cycle lanes at certain times and 
this is shown by signs and road markings. 
We would support any initiative that 
encourages motorists to park carefully and 
keep cycle lanes free for cyclists".

'We want to help residents'

POLICE in the borough have 
launched a campaign to show 
how they are tackling the sorts 
of crimes that cause the biggest 
worries to residents. 

Using a mix of borough wide, 
local and street level messages, 
the campaign aims to raise 
awareness of what the police are 
doing to deal with crimes that 
have the biggest impact on people 
and their neighbourhoods. 

Although crime is falling across 
London year on year, research 
shows that confidence in the police 
remains low in some areas and 
boroughs. The police recognise 
that giving people very local 
information about police action in 
their area helps to increase their 
confidence convincing them to 
report crime, share information 
and to generally help the police 
do their job and provide a better 
service to meet their needs. 

Royal Borough Commander 
Helen Millichap said: “I want 
those who live, work or visit 
Greenwich to hear about what 
their police officers are doing to 
cut crime and improve safety. 
We need to be responsive to local 
issues and problems, and this is a 
way of telling people how we are 
doing in a new and exciting way.

“I am proud of what Greenwich 
officers achieve every day, but 
I know we can only do this with 
the help and support of the public. 
Many of these successes are due 
to the public coming forward and 
telling us about problems. How we 
communicate and inform people 
about what happens next is very 
important. A campaign like this is 
part of our wider committement 
to listen, respond and improve our 
service to the public.” 

In the borough, the police say 
they have: 

• Worked with schools to 
promote personal safety and 


reduce robbery, leading to 110 
fewer victims of mobile phone 
crime in 12 months. 

• Put extra patrols and 
CCTV in robbery hotspots leading 
to to 106 fewer robberies over 12 
months. 

• Worked with partners, 
using intelligence-led operations 
and extra patrols to make the 
borough safer, with 403 fewer 
crimes in the last year. 

• Launched plain clothes 
operations in Greenwich town 
centre and the Peninsula, cutting 
personal thefts by 159 in 12 
months. 

• Put extra patrols in 
Eltham High Street and targeted 
prolific thieves, leading to 101 
fewer crimes than last year 

• Cut anti-social behaviour 
by enforcing ASBOs and patrolling 
at peak times and places, resulting 
in 1,746 fewer complaints from 
residents in the last year. 

The police, with help from 
the Domestic Violence and 
Organsised Crime Units funded by 
the Royal borough of Greenwich, 
have arrested 1,678 people for 
domestic abuse in the last year 
and supported victims with a 
dedicated team, reducing repeat 
offences in 8 out of 10 high risk 
cases. The police have also made 
252 arrests, seized over £400,000 
worth of drugs, secured 94 charges 
and already sent 31 gang members 
to prison in the fight against 
gangs in Greenwich.

morning by a Royal

rowing vessel, the Gloriana 
will sail with an escort of 
other traditional rowing 
boats. 

The festival means the 
eyes of the sailing world 
will be on Royal Greenwich, 
and tens of thousands 
of fans, enthusiasts and 
tourists are expected to 
arrive in the borough 
to join locals in soaking 
up the atmosphere. It is 
also providing a unique 
opportunity for many 
local young people to take 
part, and gain first-hand 
experience of the ultimate 
sailing vessels. 


This all spells good news 
for businesses of all shapes 
and sizes - from hotels, 
restaurants and cafes, to 
specialist and souvenir 
shops. Many will have 
special offers to encourage 
customers through their 
doors.

Cllr Denise Hyland, the 
leader of the council, said: 
“The Tall Ships festival will 
be one of the great events 
of 2014. Supported by our 
rich maritime heritage, 
we will be able to show 
the world what we have to 
offer, both to enthusiasts 
and to sightseers. Local 
businesses are fully 
supporting the event, 
and I am sure they will 
be pleased with the extra 
revenue the festival will 


generate. I would urge 
local people not to miss out 
on this spectacle. It will be 
many, many years before 
they have another chance 
to see something like this 
on their doorstep.” 

The festival will end next 
Tuesday (September 9), 
when all the ships take part 
in a parade of sail. During 
the afternoon they will go 
up river from Woolwich, 
through the Thames 
Barrier, crossing the 
Prime Meridian line, then 
turning at Greenwich to go 
downstream together, then 
into the Thames Estuary 
to disperse and head for 
home.

FIVE young people who are taking part 
in the Falmouth to Royal Greenwich Tall 
Ships Regatta met each other for the first 
time at the Town Hall in Woolwich last 
Wednesday (August 27).

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Dangerous insecticide 
taken off the shelves

AEROSOLS of a banned 
insecticide have been taken 
off the shelves by Greenwich 
Trading Standards from a cash- 
and-carry warehouse in Abbey 
Wood. 

Officers removed 22 cans 
of Baygon, which had been 
imported from West Africa. The 
pesticide is banned in the UK, 
and contains toxic ingredients 
which are also dangerous to 
the environment. A gardener 
working for Southwark Council 
who used it had to be hospitalised 
after suffering breathing 
difficulties. 

It was the second time Baygon 
had been found on sale in the 
borough. It is highly toxic, and is 
also a skin irritant. 

Trading Standards say the cash- 
and-carry owner is helping them 
with their inquiries to trace the 
importer of the banned product. 
The owner has also handed over 
75 bars of counterfeit soap, called 
Asepso. The packaging names I 
the original registered British I 
company which manufactured it, * 


and which went out of business 
more than 100 years ago. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the council’s 
cabinet member for community 
safety and environment, said: 
“Our Trading Standards team 
are the borough’s first line of 
defence when dealing with 
potentially dangerous goods that 
are on sale and available locally. 
But I would ask all our residents 
to be vigilant when shopping, 
particularly if a product seems 
unusually cheap or of dubious 
origin.”

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18 th century pumps restored 


Objects back in working order at naval college 


by Simon Bonks 


RESTORATION work to flood 
life back into historic water 
pumps at the Old Royal Naval 
College has been completed. 

It is part of a scheme to bring 
iconic features of the building 
back to life. 

The water pumps date back to 
the 18th century when they were 
worked hard in a time when the 
famous Navy base was a hospital 
for injured seamen and retired 
shipmen. 

There are four large pumps 
situated outside the four main 
buildings along with two smaller 
ones located in the courtyard. 

Iron work conservation specialist 
Brian Hall and his team in Charlton 
have been tasked with filtering 
the life back into the features, 
he said: “I think restoration 
of historic items is immensely 
important, even though when they 
are restored they won’t be used 
functionally they are important 
to our social understanding and to 
our environment. 

“It has been very interesting 
working on them so far. It is a 
very slow progress and almost 
like archaeology as we discover 
new things. You don’t go into it 


hammer and tongs, you take the 
slow process of reading the item, 
conducing analysis and finding 
the best way to treat it,” he added. 

At their functioning peak before 
piped water was installed, the 
pumps would have been 
manually operated 
with two people 
needed to handle 
the larger pumps 
and the smaller 
ones solo 

operated. 

The handle 
would have 

been levered up 
and down while 
a plug made of 
lime wood and 
leather manoeuvred 
to create a vacuum 
carrying water upward. 

The larger pumps carried 
water to lead tanks indoor and the 
smaller pumps supplied water to 
buckets and containers for use in 
the courtyards. 

Brian has lived in Greenwich 
for 20 years and has thoroughly 
enjoyed working on the local 
project . He has worked all over 
London and even abroad. 

The first three water pumps to be 
restored were taken from the King 
William building, Queen Mary 


building and the King Charles 
Court, now occupied by Trinity 
Laban Conservatoire of Music and 
Dance. 

He said: “The biggest challenges 
were working on the site 
during a busy time frame 
and also working on 
a central pivot part 
of the pump that 
sits against the 
wall linking the 
pump together. 
The piece was 
corroded and 
damaged, so we 
had to make a 
new part for it. 

“It has been 
an interesting 
experience working 
on them because a 
lot of the work we do 
normally is on artwork and 
decorative pieces and these are 
structural and industrial and it is 
interesting to see the engineering 
behind them and how they 
were made, that has been very 
satisfying.” 

Work on the first two pumps 
is now complete. They cost just 
under £3,000 each to restore and 
they have returned to the ORNC.

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Greenwich's primary 
schools among 
best in Britain

GREENWICH’S primary 
schools have proved they are 
among the best in the country 
at helping pupils to make 
progress, the latest national 
results have confirmed. 

This year’s data has revealed 
that 11-year-olds’ achievement 
in maths, reading and writing 
exceed the national average 
in all the main measures 
of achievement and have 
improved on 2013 results in 
every category. 

Impressively, Greenwich 
came equal fourth in the entire 
country and equal third in 
London for level 4 and above 
in reading, writing and maths, 
seen as the most significant 
gauge of achievement. 

Notably, Greenwich saw 92 
per cent of pupils achieving 
at least a level 4 or more in 
reading, 2 per cent up on last 
year and 2 per cent above the 
national average. There was 
also a 7 per cent increase in 
pupils achieving level 5 or 
higher in reading, up 55 per cent 
- which is 5 per cent above the 
national average. 


Improvements in reading are 
particularly welcomed as this is 
an area that Greenwich Council 
has focused on improving this 
year. For reading at level 4, the 
royal borough is ranked equal 
fifth nationally. 

Cllr John Fahy, deputy 
leader and cabinet member for 
children’s services said: “The 
results released show further 
improvement on the already 
excellent levels of achievement 
by 11 year-olds in the Royal 
Borough of Greenwich. On 
every indicator of achievement 
we are within the top quarter 
nationally, and mostly in the 
top ten. 

“The fact that Greenwich has 
been placed equal fourth in the 
country and third in London 
for level 4 and above in reading, 
writing and mathematics 
is something that we can 
be incredibly proud of. Our 
excellent results in reading are 
also very pleasing as we worked 
particularly hard throughout 
the year to further improve in 
this area.”

NEW-LOOK music centres 
are to be ready by the end of 
September, the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich Music Hub has 
announced. 

As well as having been 
rebranded, the centres are to take 
up residence in two new locations, 
Eltham Hill School and Shooter’s 
Hill Post-16 Campus. 

They will both offer fantastic 
facilities for rehearsing and 
performing music. 

The new centres have been 
designed to replace the established 
ones, which were set up in 2001. 

The earlier centres were opened 
to cater for the borough’s growing 
number of young musicians and 
to offer them the chance to receive 
extra tuition on their instruments 
and to experience the thrill of 
playing alongside other musicians 
in an ensemble environment. 

The new centres have been 
conceived to build on the success 
of their forerunner and in 
particular will seek to broaden 
the opportunities for ensemble 
rehearsal and performance. 

This emphasis on performance 
is reflected in the birth of three 
distinct borough youth ensembles 
which include a string orchestra, 
a big band and the aptly named 
‘Fusion Ensemble’, a group 
dedicated to performing an 
exciting blend of rock, jazz and 
world music. 

While applications to join these 
borough bands are assessed on the 
basis of audition where applicants 


will need to show evidence of 
good existing musical skills; the 
centres will be hosting new ‘junior 
departments’ from September. 

These will offer access to young 
musicians from a wider band of 
ability ranges than was previously 
possible. 

The borough ensembles have 
already performed publicly at 
Blackheath Halls, The Great 



Get together, and the borough’s 
‘Winter Warmer’ celebrations. 

During the coming year, two 
separate performances at the 
Royal Festival Hall’s Clore 
Ballroom have been scheduled. 

Cllr Miranda Williams, royal 
borough cabinet member for 
culture and creative industries, 
said: “We’re delighted to be able 
to offer musical opportunities to 
those with less experience as well 
as those with lots of experience. 

“We’re so pleased with the new 
opportunities being offered by the 


music hub and we look forward 
to hearing more of their public 
performances. 

“Music is a wonderful medium 
that highlights many skills, 
including perseverance and 
dedication and, in groups such 
as these, working with others 
and making friends to produce 
something in which many can 
share a sense of achievement.” 

The junior departments cater for 
young musicians in school Year 5 
upwards. 

These students will have the 
chance to progress into the senior 
department - and a place in one of 
the borough ensembles, once they 
have reached the right level. 

As well as offering students 
ensemble rehearsal, small group 
tuition and some extra supporting 
musical activities, membership of 
one of the centres also guarantees 
free access to an instrument 
through the loan agreement. 

In return, all students are 
expected to contribute to the 
musical life of the centre, 
attending regular rehearsals 
and participating in public 
performances. 

Royal Greenwich Music Centres 
run on Saturdays from 9.30am- 
12.30pm in term time. The fees are 
£10 per morning session (£100 per 
term).

ONE highlight of the Tall Ships 
Festival will be the chance to 
explore some of stunningly- 
beautiful vessels. 

Thousands of visitors are expected 
over the weekend, and many will want 
to go on board and find out more about 
the classic ships. So the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich has organised for 
residents to have priority access to go 
on board and visit one of the vessels, 
the Shtandart, on Saturday (September 
6) from 10am to noon, and at the same 
time the following day (Sunday). 

The Shtandart is one of the stars 
of the Tall Ship fleet will be moored 
at Woolwich Pier, Royal Arsenal. 
Numbers are limited and access will 
be on a first come, first served, basis. 
People will need to bring with them 
proof that they live in the borough. 

The Shtandart was built in the 
1990s by volunteers on the banks of 
Russia’s Neva River, using traditional 
materials and methods. It is an 
exact replica of a famous frigate the 
volunteers’ ancestors would have built 
in just the same way - the original 
Shtandart. She was the first ship in the 
Baltic Fleet of the Imperial Russian 
Navy, the ship which Peter the Great 
built with his own hands using the 
knowledge of shipbuilding he had 
learned while working incognito in 
the Deptford docks at the turn of the 
18th century. In this replica above the 
gun-deck everything is just as it was 
on the Tsar’s flagship. Below the gun- 
deck it has all the necessary modern 
equipment of a working Tall Ship, with 
two 560 horsepower diesel engines.

THE Royal Borough of Greenwich 
is all set to welcome residents and 
visitors alike to the Tall Ships 
Festival. 

Majestic Tall Ships from around the 
world will be gracing the borough’s 
Thames shoreline from Friday to Tuesday 
(September 5 to 9) for what will be an un- 
missable, once-in-a-lifetime event, with 
fun, excitement and entertainment on 
offer for people of all ages. It is the first 
time in 25 years that such an event has 
come to London, and the first time ever in 
Greenwich. 

This pull-out guide lists many of the 
activities taking place, so no-one need 
miss a thing. At the event there will be 
a flotilla of more than 50 vessels moored 
locally, and many of them will welcome 
visitors on board, absolutely free. 

They include the Mercedes, which will 
drop anchor at Woolwich. It is a beautiful 
ocean-going fishing vessel, built in the 
Netherlands in 1958 with more than 14 
years’ experience on the seas. It was then 


redesigned and built to sail international 
waters and is now used as a training vessel 
for young people. 

It will be joined in Woolwich by fellow 
Dutch ship, The Tecla. Built as a fishing 
boat for herring in Vlaardingen, South 
Holland, The Tecla is now privately owned 
by a family and is one of the most original 
and beautiful sail training vessels in 
Europe. 

The Pelican will be letting residents 
and visitors of Greenwich climb aboard. 
Built in 1948, The Pelican is unique among 
Square Riggers, with her hull derived from 
the elite French clippers of the late 19th 
century. She is designed principally as a 
sail-training ship. 

During the festival visitors to Woolwich 
will be spoilt for choice when it comes to 
getting to know a Tall Ships. The largest 
British ship, The Tenacious, will be 
stopping by and is specially designed to 
enable people with disabilities to sail 

One of the most eye-catching ships taking 
part in the Tall Ships Regatta, The Gulden 
Leeuw, was chosen from a large number of 
vessels to be one of the ships to be crewed 
by the borough’s trainee sailors. It will also 


be mooring in Woolwich. The 70-metre 
vessel was constructed in the 1930s to be 
used as an ocean-going research ship but 
became a sail-training vessel in 2000 and 
was totally transformed to become one of 
the finest sail training vessels afloat. 

Young Greenwich residents and 
sailing enthusiasts have taken on a 
remarkable experience by enrolling on 
a sail-training programme that aims to 
empower young people while offering 
them the opportunity to learn new skills 
by being a crew member aboard a Tall 
Ship. Thirty members of this lucky crew 
will be aboard the Gulden Leeuw set to 
dock in Woolwich, awaiting crowds of 
enthusiastic visitors. 

There will also be a number of fun-filled 
attractions and entertainment on offer 
to be enjoyed by residents and visitors 
suitable for all ages over the course of 
the festival. Events will range from market 
stalls, street animation and performances, 
live music and fireworks displays as well 
as headlining events such as the Music 
Festival Extravaganza in Woolwich on 
Friday September 5 and the Tall Ships 
Crew Parade on Saturday September 6.
